An Excellent Report 


Last week J. W. Welbourn, M.P. for 
Jasper-Edison, spoke over the Radio in “Re- 
port from Parliament Hill”. Mr. Welbourn 
made particular mention of his part in bring- 
ing into the House legislation to incorporate 
a pipeline to the Coast via Edson and Jasper, 
which no doubt is. of particular interest to 
his own constituents. 

However, nearly every other phase of the 
current session of Parliament was touched 
upon by this Alberta member, who showed 
he has a wide knowledge of the work of the 
session, and Mr. Welbourn is to be congratu- 
lated on the fine manner in which he dis- 
cussed the business of government, which 
should be the interest of all of us. 


Sometimes we feel the average voter has 
little concept of the really difficult job of 
representing a constituency at Ottawa. Un- 
like the Provincial Legislatures, where the 
session lasts only about six weeks, the 
Federal House sits usually not less than six 
months during the year. Members have little 
time to spend at home, and as more and more 
business is by popular consent being made 
the business of government, the members will 
be in future spending more time—not less— 
at Ottawa. 


It is likely this year that a special fall 
session will be called to deal with increased 
old age pensions. If spring and fall sessions 
were made the regular thing it would relieve 
members of all parties of the necessity of 
being away from home for such a long period. 
Shorter and more frequent sessions would 
permit members more time to visit their con- 
stituents more frequently and thus keep their 
finger on the pulse of public opinion.

Wheat For India 

In reply to criticism of Canada’s attitude 
towards famine conditions in India, Rt. Hon. 
C. D. Howe told the House of Commons that 
Canada had already sold India 300,000 tons, 
or 10,000,000 bushels of wheat this year, as 
compared to the 50,000 tons that Russia is 
proposing to send. A short time ago Canada 
offered India $25,000,000 under the Colombo 
plan to purchase Canadian wheat, but India 
declined the offer, preferring to wait until 
better quality wheat was available. 

It is expected that the United States will 
lend India about $190,000,000 to pay for 
2,000,000 tons of American wheat. 

Meanwhile, H. A. Vogel, a Food and Agri- 
culture Organization representative, pre- 
dicted that India could become self-sufficient 
with regard to food in two years if produc- 
tion was increased by ‘fa marginal amount”’. 
The Indian government is aiming at being 
independent of food imports by 1952. 

But most of India’s agricultural produc- 
tion is of non-food items such as tea, coffee 
and cotton. Due to religious beliefs a basic 
food item of other countries—meat—is not 
readily eaten by Hindus. “Sacred” cattle 
roam the countryside consuming growth of 
grass and other vegetation but are not used 
for food. In our estimation India is not only 
overly-optimistic in endeavouring to have in- 
dependence of other countries in food sup- 
plies next year but downright foolish and un- 
gracious in refusing our offer of free wheat.

The Nature Of 
The Enemy

The.most horrible news coming out of the 
present world situation does not involve the actual 


fighting in Korea, The most instructive news in 


this category comes from the mass executions that 


are being staged continually in the principal cities 
of China. 


According to the New York 
Daily News, Red hellhound flun- 
kies of the Chinese Communist 
Dictator Mao Tze-tung are .for- 
ever rounding up actual or 
suspected enemies of Commun- 
ism, exhibiting them before 
propaganda-doped crowds in the 
public squares, then mowing the 
poor devils down with machine 
guns without trial. 

These reports are not propa- 
ganda cooked up on Chinese 
Nationalist Formosa or in the 
British listening post and smugglers’ roost of Hong 
Kong. Mao's government not only openly acknowl- 
edges its campaign of extermination against the 
home opposition but brags about it, and repeatedly 
calls via the Peiping radio for bigger and better 
blood purges until there isn’t an anti-Red left in 
mainland China. 

Children are encouraged to rat on their parents 
concerning alleged disloyalty to the new govern- 
ment. Previously respected citizens are fair game 
for the Red murderers. So are working people who 
don’t kow tow 100% to Mao and his city and village 
and countryside lieutenants. 

What's the explanation? Can these barbarous 
mass murders be charged off merely to Oriental 
savagery and the fact that human life has always 
been held cheap in that part of the world? 


“JOIN US OR DIE” 

That answer seems not to cover the case, for at 
least two reasons. 

For one, Chiang Kai-shek and other non-Com- 
munist war lords in pre-Communist China did not 
slaughter their opponents wholesale in periods of 
peace or semi-peace. 

For another, there is nothing new in the Red 
Chinese butcheries to anybody familiar with the 
history of the Russian 1917 Bolshevik revolution. 
For several years after 1917, the Russian Reds, too, 


slaughtered every actual or possible opponent they 
could lay hands on, And they still stage big 
though hush-hush purges whenever the Kremlin 
palace clique suspects a putsch against its power 
is in the making. 

Hook these facts up with Lenin’s and Stalin’s 
repeated statements that Communism and Capital- 
ism can't forever live along side by side on the same

planet, and we think you get the real explanation 


of the Red Chinese mass murders. 

The explanation, we believe, is that these 
atrocities stem from the basic nature and philosophy 
of Communism itself, as dreamed up by Karl Marx 
and brought to full and poisonous flower by Lenin 
and Stalin. 

One central idea of the Communists is that only 
people who think and act like Communists have a 
right to exist. All others are regarded by the Stalins 
and Maos as enemies who should simply be killed, 
quickly or slowly, if they refuse to surrender their 
bodies, minds and souls to the Reds—except the 
Reds don't admit that people have souls. 


THEY'RE AFTER YOU, TOO 
This, then, is the nature of the enemy that the non- 
Communist part of the human race faces, and seems 
likely to face for quite a while to come. 

He's an enemy who thinks the same way wher- 
ever you find him—in Russia, Korea, Yugoslavia, 
New York or Edmonton. 

What he thinks is not “He that is with me is 
against me,” but “Him that is not with me I will 
either remake in my own image or kill, as soon as 
I can get at him.” 


As far as the Communists around the world are 
concerned, all of us non-Reds can choose just one 
of two things — surrender, or die. And of those 
who surrender, many will die anyway. Look at 
what happened to a lot of politicians and intellec- 
tuals who tried to make their peace with the Com- 
munists in Poland, Hungary, Czechoslovakia, etc, 

In a situation like this, what is there for non- 
Reds everywhere to do but resist, and keep on re- 
sisting with all the force necessary until the 
Kremlin-spawned destroy-the-opposition idea is 
itself destroyed, throughout the world? 

The only legitimate arguments among non-Reds, 
it seems to us, can be over questions of how to make 
our resistance most effective at the lowest possible 
cost in blood, money and material. 

There is plenty of room for such debates. But 
if we lose sight of the central fact that Com- 
munists everywhere are out to enslave the world, 
we're likely to be sunk, and swiftly.

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Northern Tract Scene Of 
Lumber Industry Research 


(By British United Press) 


A 140-acre tract has been set aside in the Fawcett area in 
Northern Alberta for Dominion-Provincial research into ways 
of increasing the growth of Alberta spruce trees, backbone of 


the province’s lumber industry. 


Alberta authorities explained 
that spruce, of which 283,000,000 
board feet were produced in 1950, 
flourishes in areas where well- 
drained and heavily-mossed soil 
holds the moisture. 

However, selective cutting had 
not brought about the desired 
effect of accelerating the growth 
of young trees in some areas. The 
experiment will be aimed at dis- 
covering the reason and setting 
out a new pattern of selective 
cutting to maintain and expand 
the spruce lumbering industry. 

Officials said the area selected 
for the experiment contains a 
mixed stand consisting of 40 per 
cent poplar and 60 per cent 
spruce. The trees vary in age from 
100 to 250 years. Estimated yield 
of the spruce at present would be 
from 5,000 to 20,000 board feet 
per acre. 


Twenty-four of the finest 
patches of growing spruce will 
be chosen for the experiment, 
officials added. They will be 
combined into three blocks of 
eight patches each. Mature trees 
in each patch will be cut to 
determine which pattern per- 


mits the best growth in the 
trees. 
Trees left standing will be 


measured immediately after log- 

ging operations are completed. 

They will be measured again at 

the end of one year, then five

Certain V.L.A. lands were 
discussed with Mr. Edgar of D.V. 
A. and plans for better co-opera- 
tion between the veteran on the 
land with the Agricultural Ser- 
vice Board were discussed. Follow- 
ing the Service Board meeting, 
said farm was visited by repre- 
sentatives of the D.VA., Mr. Fon- 
taine and I. It was mutually 
agreed as to the procedure to be 
followed during this summer with 
the view

of mechanical Engineers that the 
foothill province’s billion-dollar 
oil reserves should serve as a 
revelation to people who “are not 
fully aware” of the “remarkable 
change” in Canada’s economy over 
the past decade. 

“Our hinterland has disclosed 
immense iron deposits in Quebee 
and Labrador, uranium in west- 
ern Canada and titanium in 
Quebec,” he said. 

“The newly-discovered oil for- 
mations in Alberta give promise 
of completely revolutionizing the 
oil position of this continent and 
the end is not in sight.” 


MacKenzie did not elaborate 
on the possibilities brought to 
light with the discovery of vast 
oilfields in Alberta. 


He said that since World War 
II, Canada had mushroomed from 
a little-known and little-appreci- 
ated nation into world prominence 
as a nation of “great material 
wealth (which) makes our re- 
sponsibility the greater.” 

Canada emerged from the last 
war with strong scientific research 
organizations, the only atomic pile 
outside the United States, and “a 
powerful integrated industry cap- 
able of producing almost any kind 
of intricate industrial goods,” he 
said.

1891 YEAR 
OF SETTLEMENT 


On March 17, 1891, a party of 
60 persons, headed by Rev. Jean 
Baptist Morin, O.M.I., left Mont- 
real aboard a Canadian Pacific 
railway train. After seven days 
and seven nights of continuous 
travel across Canada the train of 
colonist cars pulled into Calgary 
station. 

That was March 24. Two days 
later, on March 26, they departed 
from Calgary by horse-drawn 
caravan, With all their belongings, 
furniture, settler’s effects left 
Calgary and in seven more days 
arrived at St. Albert. They stayed 
over night, April 2, in Edmonton. 
They were met in the city by a 
welcoming committee. Along the 
way stopovers were made by 
nightly campings. 

After a two-day rest in St. Al- 
bert, the party proceeded to Egg 
Lake Land north of St. Albert, 
where the Fathers chose a large 
area of land which was to become 
the present Morinville district. 

Until 1902 the area was known 
as “Egg Lake Land” but at that 
time it was renamed “Morinville” 
in honor of the padre, Rev. Morin. 

By the end of April, 1891, all 
the first settlers were established 
with homesteads in the new dis- 
trict. After seeing that the Morin- 
ville district settlers were well 
established, Fr. Morin returned 
east for more settlers which he 
brought at various times to Legal, 
Riviere Qui Barre, Fort Saskat- 
chewan, Lamoureux, and other 
points. 


First Parish Priest 
Reaches Morinville 
December 20, 1891 


On December 20, 1891, the dis- 
trict of Morinville welcomed its 
first parish priest, Rev. Fr. M. 
Harnois. Fr. Harnois took up a 
homestead just two miles west of 
the site of the present town of 
Morinville on the Riviere Qui 
Barre road. A white cross still 
marks the site of the first chapel 
erected there by the efforts of this 
first parish priest. 

Like any other settler, Fr. 
Harnois tilled the soil and built 
a log cabin for his home. But in 
addition his humble home served 
as chapel and school for the parish- 
ioners and their children, which 
were comprised of about 20 fami- 
lies. 

The first baptism was given on 
Jan. 10, 1892, to Baby Jean Bap- 
tiste Robert Perron, infant son of. 
Celestin Perron and his wife 
Melinda (nee St. Germain). The 
first burial was that of Baby Marie 
Dubuc on March 14, 1892. The 
first wedding was May 2, 1892, 
when Joseph Houle and Exilda 
Rondeau were married in the log 
cabin chapel. The wedding feast 
was bread and milk, mixed in the 
padre's kitchen. 

In the fall of 1894 Fr. Harnois 
initiated construction of the 
Morinville church on the site of 
the present church. This was also 
of log construction but had the dis- 
tinction of having the first bell 
tower in existence north of St. 
Albert mission. The same bell is 
being used to this day in the 
parish of Barrhead. 

Father Harnois’ entered the 
Morinville district at a time when 
the only ministrations of the 
church were brought by mission- 
ary priests who travelled north 
from St. Albert on special jour- 
neys. He left, with a well-founded 
work behind him that was the 
foundation of future developments 
in the spiritual, cultural and 
material life of the infant com- 
munity.

Hon. E. C. Manning, Premier 
of Alberta, sent the following mes- 
sage: 

“On the occasion of the 60th 
anniversary of the Town of 
Morinville, I would like, on behalf 
of the Government of Alberta, to 
extend sincere congratulations to 
the pioneer residents of this Al- 
berta community. The Morinville 
district is playing an increasingly 
important part in the business and 
cultural life of our province and 
I am sure the residents of other 
parts of Alberta would wish to 


join with me in expressing my best 
wishes for the future to the town 
and its people.” 

His Excellency Most Reverend 
J. H. MacDonald, Archbishop of 
Edmonton, said: 

“My sincere congratulations to 
the people of Morinville on the 
Diamond Jubilee of their commun- 
ity. The pioneer spirit to which 
we owe so much in this country de- 
serves to be honored and perpetu- 
ated, and the people of Morinville 
and to be commended for their 
determination to make the present 
celebration the grandest possible 
success. 

“The surviving pioneers are few 
in number but we may assume that 
they represent pretty well the 
character and spirit of the whole 
group that setled here 60 years 
ago. They were men and women 
of faith, faith in God and His Pro- 
vidence, faith in one another and 
their abilty to make comfortable 
homes for themselves. By perse- 
verance and obedience to His laws 
that they succeeded is well known 
to the present generation. 

“But there is something that the 
present generation does not seem 
to realize as well as they should, 
viz., the happiness and prosperity 
of their ancestors were achieved 
through hard work and _ thrift, 
plain living and. high thinking, 
trust in God and respect for one 
another. 

“The present celebration will 
meet our highest expectations if 


its sponsors suceed in capturing 
that spirit and passing it on to 
the rising generation.”

Morin- 
ville is living today one of the 
most memorable moments of its 
history as it pauses to honor its 
worthy pioneers and to look at the 
future.

who, some 60 years ago, saw the 
glorious vision of the Western 
Plains beckoning them, through 
the mist of youthful dreams, to 
conquor its vast prairie for Christ 
and Canada, to open its immense 
wealth to the peoples of the world. 
All this they did, unselfishly, un- 
flinchingly and in the face of 
fearful obstances.

She headed a small group of 
three other sisters who came di- 


rectly from Kermaria, France. 


Her three companions were Rev. 
Sister Marie Ste. Tarcienne, Eng- 
lish teacher; Rev. Sistr St. Nicoles 
Marie, French teacher, and Rev. 
Sister St. Eutrope Marie. That 
was January 21, 1904. 

By February 1 of the same year 
they had established in the pres- 
ent school 60 pupils and 26 
boardérs. The first mass in) the 
convent, which had been convert- 
ed from the first school, was said 
on a plain wooden table by Rev, 
Areade Ethier, parish priest. 

Rev. Ethier had come to Morin- 
ville in May, 1902. Two years 
after his arrival Father Ethier 
had the joy of arranging the first 
confirmation ceremony, which 
was performed by His Grace 
Bishop Legal, OMI, Bishop of St. 
Albert. That was on May 14 and 
15 1904. 

Father Ethier remained parish 
priest until 1912. During that 
time Alberta became a _ province, 
the Morinville school was enlarg- 
ed and in 1907 the contract was 
let to build the big church which 
remains today. He took a leading 
part in the supervision of the 
building of the Notre Dame Con- 
vent. 

In September 1904—the second 
school term commenced with 80 
scholars and 20 boarders and Rev. 
Sister Marie Febronie began her 
reign, which continued until 1928, 
a record unequalled in Morinville 
teaching circles. 

In 1906 another class room was 
added and another teacher, Rev. 
Sister Marie Ste. Osmone took 
charge of the new class. With Al- 
berta becoming a province in 
1905, another religious figure, 
well remembered and well loved 
by the older people, Rev. Mother 
St. Zelie arrived and took charge 
of the French class and by that 
time the school had over 100 
pupils and the Catholie population 
was made un of 130 families. 

It was then that the need for 
a larger church became evident, 
and plans were started to ar- 
range construction of the present 
church building on July 1, 1907.

In 1909 the village of Morin- 
ville was incorporated. That was 
the same year work was started 
on the four-storey Notre Dame 
convent. 

After 10 years and_= seven 
months of devoted service to the 
parish, Rev. Ethier left his be- 
loved St. Jean Baptiste parish for 
obedient duty elsewhere.

Also, during its 60 years, Morin- 
ville has seen seven native sons 
accepted by the church into the 
priesthood. First was Rev. Fr. 


Ovide Deroches, trappist monk in 
Manitoba. Second Rey. Fr. John 
Bockenfohr, O.M.I., who was or- 
dained July 10th, 1927. Now locat- 
ed in Rome where he presides at 
the Executive Council of the 
Order. Third, Rev. Fr. Valarien 
Gaudet, O.M.I1., now rector of St. 
John's College, Edmonton. 

Rev. Fr. Alcidas Ricard, ordain- 
ed June 4th, 1939, now cure at 
Plamondon, Alta. Rev. Fr. Edmond 
Douzeich, O.M.I., now teaching at 
St. John's College, Edmonton and 
Rev. Fr. Thomas Conway, assis- 
tant priest at Sacred Heart Par- 
ish, Edmonton, both ordained in 
1945. The last ordination of a 
local Morinville man took place 
May 20th of this year when Rev. 
Lucien Robert received the Holy 
Orders from His Grace Archbishop 
MacDonald. 

Another priest to be remember- 
ed is Rey. Fr. Arthur Houle of 
the Sacred Heart Congregation 
who celebrated his first Mass 
August 7th, 1940. Also others 
closely affiliated with the Morin- 
ville Parish since they attended 
school in Morinville are Rev. Fr. 
M. Schnitzler, now pastor at 
Spring Lake; Rev. Roland Berube, 
pastor at Fort Saskatchewan and 
Rey. E. Briere who now serves 
as C.Y.O. Provincial Director and 
also assistant priest in Morinville.

His sudden and untimely pass- 
ing was a shock to the entire 
community.

But in addition to his other 
accomplishments mentioned above 
the second wing of the Convent 
Notre Dame stands as a memorial 
to his life. 


Fifth Parish Priest

MORINVILLE—-A month before 
his death, Msgr. Maxime Pilon, who

In 1927 Fatner Pilon purchased 
the largest casavant pipe organ 
in the province at the time in a 
special choir balcony in the 
chureh. In 1928 a carol of four 
bells were hung in the church 
tower, having been imported from 


France. In 1929 the outside of the 
large church was bricked to match 
in design the style of the rectory. 
In all $30,450 of local improve- 
ments were made during his pas- 
torate. In 1930 the north wing of 
the convent was finished. 

By now tne school roll call was 
240 pupils, with 20 teachers and 
staff members. 

After a long and painful illness 
the beloved spiritual leader of his 
people passed away on August 
15th, 1947.

About $250,000 worth of the 25- 
cent banknotes were put on the 
market, and have either been 
recalled, destroyed, kept as 
souvenirs or held by numisma- 
tists. 


Paper money also has a rela- 
tively short life. A dollar bill 


lasts about nine months. A _ 50- 
cent banknote would last for 
about six months and a_ shin 


plaster for no more than three. 
On the other hand, silver coins 
last for about 30 years.
